The Uniden HR-2600 can be expanded in frequency, in at least a 

couple of ways. The microprocessor can be replaced with an 

aftermarket CPU with the brand name of "Chipswitch", which I 

believe sells for around $60. A local ham put one in his radio, 

and it lowered the bottom of the transmit range to about 25 mhz. 
Evidently it takes a little more work to get it to transmit on 12 meters. 


Also, for those who just gotta have the Chicken Band, a circuit 
including a second reference crystal and a toggle switch is added. 

With the switch in one position, it covers 26 to 28mhz, but the display 
still shows 10 meter digits. (This might lead to some embarrasing 
screw-ups!) I've heard this mod described, but have never seen 

it for myself. 


As always, it's best to stay legal. Converted ham radios are not 
legal for transmitting on CB, at least in the US.
